Commissioners Ron Grunch and Chuck Vondra 
agreed and directed staff to take action on getting it staked out.

May Ist is the deadline for executing 
new agreements between the City of

ships; Charlevoix, Hayes, Marion and 
~ Norwood, to avoid interruption of the 
city continuing to provide fire and/or 
EMS services. Eveline Township, how- 
ever, has submitted an agreement to ex-. 
tend the fire and EMS services they _ 
currently utilize from the City. 
Ata special City Council meeting 
held on March 24th, it was decided 
that a letter would be sent out to the 
other Townships affirming that services 
. under existing agreements would only 
continue through April 30th, 2010. 
Officials from the townships chose not 
to attend this special meeting held last 
Wednesday evening. - 
~~ Currently, Charlevoix Township has 
its own fire department and contracts 
EMS service with the City of 
‘Charlevoix. Hayes Township also con- 
tracts EMS services with the City, and 
fire service with Charlevoix Township. 
Eveline, Marion and Norwood contract 
both EMS and fire service with the 
City of Charlevoix. 
Initial discussions between City and 


Township officials regarding the up- 


coming April 30th, 2010°expiration of a 


existing agreements i fire and EMS 
services began nearly a year ago. In re- 
cent discussions, Township officials 
have expressed concern over the term 
length of the proposed renewal agree- 
ments, and the substantial increase in 
the proposed fees for fire and/or EMS 
services. 

In a letter dated March 25th, 2010, 


“sent to each of the supervisors repre- 
senting Townships that have not re- 


newed their agreements, Charlevoix 
Mayor, Norman L. Carlson, Jr. states; 
“These are difficult economic times 
for all levels of government and the 
City Council has given Staff a strong 
mandate to negotiate a new contract 
based on terms that are fair to all par- 
ties. Please note that the new contract 
offers the townships input into the 
budgeting aspects of the fire depart- 
ment so that everyone is satisfied that 


they are receiving quality fire/EMS 


- services in a cost-effective manner.” 


Only Eveline Township has proposed 
to renew their agreement with the City, 
and that is for a period of one year. Ap- 
proval of that contract will be up for 
consideration at the City Council’s — 
next meeting which is scheduled for

Comments on Health Care 


Reform Legislation 


n Thursday, March 25, the 

Senate passed important 

health care reform legisla- 
tion. . 
This bill, the Health Care and Educa- 
tion Reconciliation Act (H.R.4872), 
is the second and final'step by Con- 
gress and the president to enact nec- 
essary health care reform measutes. 
This legislation now must be ap- 
proved by the House of Representa- 
tives, which will likely occur 
Thursday evening, and signed into 
law by President Obama. The first 


step in this process, the enactment of 
‘the Patient Protection and Afford- 
able Care Act 


(P.L.111-148), took place earlier this 


week. Together, this landmark pack- . 


age will vastly improve access to and 
the affordability of health care for 
millions of Americans. 

President Obama signed the Patient 
Protection and Affordable Care Act 
into law this past Tuesday. Immedi- 
ately, small businesses got a tax cut to 
help defray the costs of providing in- 
surance to their employees. Within 
three months, people with pre-exist- 
ing conditions will have access to a 
special fund to help cover the gap 
until insurance exchanges, where 
they can obtain coverage, become 
operational. And retiree health plans 
will qualify for a reinsurance pro- 
gram to help lower costs. In October, 
the federal government will begin 
helping states set up agencies to help 
consumers choose new health plans 
or to challenge unfair decisions by 
their current insurance plan. Eventu- 
ally, these agencies will assist con- 
sumers enrolling in the insurance 


__ exchanges where millions of people 


will find dependable coverage that 


meets minimum quality standards at 


-aprice they are more likely to afford. 


Within six months, insurance re- 
forms will begin to take hold. New 
health plans will be required to let 
women see an ob-gyn without seek- 
ing insurance company approval. 
They will be prohibited from deny- 
ing coverage to children based on | 
pre-existing conditions and required 
to allow children to remain on their 
parents’ policies until age 26. Health 
plans will have to provide preventive 
care without co-pays or deductibles, 
and they will be barred from setting 
lifetime coverage limits. These are 
historic improvements in our health 
care system, and they will take place 
within the first six months after the 
enactment of this legislation. 

With the passage of the Health Care 
and Education Reconciliation Act

made, improvements that many 
called for so loudly during our De- 
cember debate. Among other meas- 
ures, this reconciliation bill will 
provide equitable Medicaid funding 
for all states, instead of a select few, 


will close the Medicare prescription 


drug “doughnut hole” that hurts so 
many seniors, and will cut the deficit 
by an additional $143 billion dollars. 
In one sense, the health care debate 
that came to a close this week has 
been going on for more than a year. 
But in another sense, it has been 
going on for a century. Presidents 
and members of Congress from both 
parties, seeing health care costs con- 
tinually rise, have grappled with this 
issue ever since President Theodore 
Roosevelt. Yet, attempts at reform 
have largely fallen short. They have 
foundered for many reasons: the sub- 
ject is personal and complex; the 
timing has been wrong; the politics 
have been difficult; and leaders on all 
sides have failed to find the compro- 
mises that would have enabled them 
to move forward. But, the recurring 
theme is that time and again, reform- 
ers have failed to overcome the enor- 
mous obstacles that those who profit 
from the status quo have been able to 


_ erect. And because we have fallen 


short in the past, Americans today 
face.a health care system that costs 
too much and too often delivers too 
little. 

The health insurance industry has 
dominated health care decisions in 
this country for too long. I voted in 
favor of this historic legislation to 
finish the task of bringing landmark 


change to health care in America.

most predictive of less height in adults: 


~ (1) separation anxiety -- seen in girls who 


don't have the confidence to spend the 
night at a friend's house or go away to 
summer camp; and (2) overanxiousness - 
- not just being uneasy about a threat or 
problem, but a generalized worry about 
many things over years of time. 

One study showed that anxious girls 
had high blood levels of the stress hor- 
mone cortisol, which can stunt growth. 
Interestingly, anxious boys in the investi- 
gation were not found to have higher 
cortisol levels, and they did not tend to 
be shorter than their peers. This suggests 
that girls may respond to stress biologi- 


cally differently than boys. For whatever 


reasons, anxiety is linked to lesser growth 


in females alone. 


Once again, you need to have your 
daughter examined and evaluated med- 
ically. There may be a more obvious and 
treatable reason for her growth defi- 
ciency.

It’s typically called Bourdo’s 
‘Scourge, or some folks just refer 
to it as the Creeping Vine. It is a 
spring plague encountered by 
northern climate farmers in ° 
places like Ireland, Scotland and 
Wales, but now the Scourge is - 
making its presence felt in the 
upper Midwest, including 
Michigan. 

Starting this Thursday, April 
1, in fact, and extending for at 
least three or four days, Bourdo’s 
Scourge is projected to make its 
way through the northern Lower 
Peninsula. Fueled by the surpris- 
ingly mild weather in Michigan 
this time of year, the Scourge has 
been steadily moving north since 
first being detected near Jackson 
about a weck ago. 

The Scourge, which some 
have compared to the infamous 
man-eating plant in “Little Shop 
of Horrors,’ is a rapidly moving 


_ ground virus, voraciously spread- 


ing its tentacles east and west as 
it continually moves in a 
northerly direction. When it 
makes its arrival in our area this 
Thursday, April 1, the antici- 
pated swath of the plague will 
extend east from Ellsworth in 
Antrim County to Mio in Os- 
coda County. Biologists say it 
will take three to four days for 
the scourge to reach the north- 
ern tip of the Lower Peninsula, 
where the vine will ultimately 
move into the Great Lakes wa-

ters and die. 

The Scourge, named for em- 
inent British biologist Orin M. 
Bourdo, who first identified the 
strain a century ago with partner 
Nic Wheatstalk, has no known 
remedy. It has to take its course 
and there’s little that can be done 
about it. The Scourge moves 
fairly quickly, always going 
north, and drains the ground of 
nutrients as it travels. In appear- 
ance, the Scourge looks like a 


" pistachio-green vine that is evi- 


dent just inches above the 
ground and when it hugs trees 
and tall bushes. The vine can 
readily be spotted from a dis- 


tance because the sweet sap it se- 
cretes on its leaves draws swarms 


of flies and insects. 

In the United Kingdom and 
Ireland, people wear bright red_ 
hats and coats during the times 
of the spring plague to repel the 


flies. The tactic is effective in the 


UK. and should also be effective 
here, says U.S. biologist Shane 
Peters of the Hines Institute of 
Horticulture located in West 
Jordan Valley, Mich. 

“People with red hair 
probably don’t need to wear 


« 


a hat but anyone not fortunate 
enough to have red hair should 
definitely wear the brightest red 
hat they own,’ Peters said by 
phone earlier this week. “And 


"even if it’s unseasonably warm 


when the Scourge moves 
through your area, wear a red 
jacket or a red sweater with long 
sleeves. The tribe of flies that are 
attracted to the secretions associ- 
ated with this particularly _ 
rugged strain of vinus-eruptus 
will avoid anything that is red in 
color.” 

The bad news is that the 
Scourge moves east and west in 
indiscernible paths and people in 
populated areas are just as likely 
to find themselves in the vicinity 
of the Creeping Vine as those in 
rural areas when the ravenous | 
plant makes its appearance in the 
area starting this Thursday, April 
Lo | 

“To use a sports analogy, the: 
vine is like a point guard in bas- 
ketball suddenly exploding to 
the basket,” said Tanner McTune, 
another biologist at the Hines 
Institute who has been studying

Putting money into something you don’t understand is the 
easiest way in the world:to lose ‘it all. I’m glad you're asking 
questions, and want to do the smart thing with the money 
that’s coming your way. I’ve always said personal finance is 80 
percent behavior and only 20 percent head knowledge. So, you 
don’t need to change your major to finance to make this hap- 
pen. However, you will have a $50, 000 responsibility that you 
didn’t have before. 

For now, I think a simple savings account is fine. I'd park 
about $40,000 in there, and just forget about it for a while. 
Then, take $5,000 to set up an emergency fund. Put it in a good 
money market account with check writing privileges. After 
you've done these things, take the remaining $5,000 and use it 
just for you. Have some fun! After all, spending and having a 
good time is one of the great things you can do with money.

peripheral aspects of the Easter holiday 


each year, it’s easy even for Christians to 


- lose sight of what the day is truly all 


about.

The resurrection 
forms the basis for belief in all the other 
tenets of faith. Christians believe that 
Jesus is the Son of God.

DNRE confirms wolf tracks 


Tracks provide evidence of wolves in northern Lower Peninsula 


The Department of Natural Re- 
sources and Environment and the 
US Department of Agriculture's 
Wildlife Services Division an- 
nounced this week they have con- 
firmed the presence of wolves in 
northern Cheboygan County. 

First spotted by area residents, 
thé state and federal officials were 
about to confirm at least two wolves 
in one location; however, the 
landowner who made the report 
stated he has seen three separate sets 
of tracks. This is the first verification 
of multiple animals together in what 
may be described as a pack. 

In early February, DNRE offi- 
cials requested citizens provide wolf 


observation information to help con- 
duct a survey to detect the presence 
of gray wolves in the Northern 
Lower Peninsula from February 16 
through March 12. 

“The purpose of the survey of 
fort was to both verify the presence 
of wolves where we have previously _ 
confirmed individual animals and to 
detect new occurrences in other 
areas,” said DNRE Wildlife Biologist 
Jennifer Kleitch. “We need to moni- 
tor the wolf population in order to 
make good management recommen- 
dations and this is part of that moni- 
toring. Given the low probability of 
observing a wolf or tracks in the 
Lower Peninsula due to the small 


number of animals here, it is helpful 
to have as many eyes looking as pos- 

. sible. That's why public reports are — 
important, and in this case we were 
able to respond to this report and 
confirm tracks and other signs that 
there have been wolves in the area.” 

The DNRE is asking the public 
to report additional wolf sightings to 
the Gaylord Operations Service 
Center at 989-732-3541, ext. 5901. 
Observation reports can also be sub- 
mitted online year-round at 
www.michigan.gov/wolves.
